BILL WITHOUT AMENDMENT 


Senate Approves RFC Separation from 
Commerce Department—CCC 
Bill Reported 

The House of Representatives in the 
several days of debate on the manpower 
bill (H.R. 1752) reported by the Mill- 
tary Affairs Committee, rejected all pro- 
posed amendments and passed the bill 
on Thursday by a vote of 246 to 165, 
with 18 Representatives not voting. 
Principal features of the bill were out- 
lined in last week's INrorMATION Let- 
Ter. The bill now goes to the Senate 
for action. 


The George bill separating the RFC 
from the Department of Commerce was 
passed by the Senate on Thursday by a 
vote of 74 to 12 after the Senate de- 
clined by a vote of 43 to 41 to take up 
immediately the nomination of Henry 
A. Wallace to be Secretary of Com- 
merce, Action on the Wallace nomina- 
tion was deferred until March 1 to al- 
low time for the House to pass the 
George bill and the President to sign it. 
A message from the President, coming 
to Majority Leader Barkley from Judge 
Samuel I. Rosenman, stated that the 
President would sign the George bill. 

Before final passage, the Senate ap- 
proved an amendment to the George 
bill, offered by Senator Byrd, which re- 
quires that the financial transactions of 
wholly-owned government corporations 
shall be audited by the General Ac- 
counting Office in accordance with the 
principles and procedures applicable to 
commercial corporate transactions. The 
audit would begin with the current 
fiseal year. 

The Bankhead bill to extend the life 
of the Commodity Credit Corporation 
and increase its borrowing power was 
reported by the Senate Banking and 
Currency Committee, (See page 8497.) 

A full and complete study and investi- 
gation of Old Age and Survivors In- 
surance under the Social Security Act, 
in respect to coverage, benefits and 
taxes related thereto, would be made by 
the House and Senate Joint Committee 
on Internal Revenue Taxation, under 
the provisions of a concurrent resolu- 
tion, introduced by Senator Vanden- 
burg, passed by the Senate on January 
29 and now awaiting action in the 
Hause. The Joint Committee would be 


vestigation to Congress not later than 
October 1, 1045, 

In his annual message to Congress, 
President Roosevelt requested that it 
consider Social Security extension and 
Senate leaders advocated a thorough 
study of the Social Security system at 
the time the Social Security taxes were 
frozen for the year 1945. Widespread 
interest in the subject has been indi- 
cated both by the recent report of the 
Social Security Board to Congress and 
by the numerous bills that have been 
introduced as proposed amendments to 
the law. 

The House Committee on Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries will hold a public 
hearing on February 15 on II. R. 1425, 
a bill to provide for the sale of certain 
government-owned merchant vessels 
and for otlier purposes, Among provis- 
ions in the bill are those relating to 
determination of domestic and foreign 
cost, sale and charter of vessels to citi- 
zens, sale of vessels not needed for 
United States commerce or defense, ad- 
justments of prior sales, exchange of 
vessels, earnings debentures, and reac- 
quisition of ownership. 


CANNERS’ LABOR PROBLEM 


Critical Situation Arises from Request 
for Maximum Output While 
Labor Supply Lessens 


In view of developments in the man- 
power situation that threaten to lessen 
the amount of manpower, especially 
skilled and supervisory labor, that will 
he available to the canning industry 
for its 1945 operations, the Association 
has submitted to the Labor Branch of 
the War Food Administration a sum- 
marized statement of the situation, 
pointing to the need for the classifica- 
tion of canning as a critical as well as 
an essential activity. 


Revisions in the list of essential and 
critical activities and occupations to 
meet changing conditions are reported 
to be under consideration by the War 
Manpower Commission. 

The statement submitted said: 

1, The canning industry is asked for 
an output in 1945 equal to or greater 
than that of 1944. 

2. The Government has ordered the 
industry to set aside for government

ISSUES SET-ASIDE ORDERS 
Government Asks for 1,600,000 Cases 


Set-aside orders for canned fruits 
und vegetables from the 145 pack to 
meet government requirements of these 
products have been issued by the War 
Food Administration, effective January 
30. 


Government requirements of 13 major 
canned fruits and juices, excluding cit- 
rus, are placed at 35,300,000 cases as 
compared with 36,900,000 cases in 1044. 
Canned vegetable requirements for 15 
major canned vegetables and vegetable 
juices are set at 93,400,000 cases, as 
compared with 87,100,000 cases in 1944. 


On the basis of anticipated produc- 
tion in 1945, the Government will re- 
quire about 61 per cent of this year's 
pack of canned fruits, leaving 39 per 
cent for civilian consumption, On the 
same basis the Government will take 
48 per cent of the 15 major canned vege- 
tables and juices, and 52 per cent will 
be available for civilians. 


The 1945 set-aside percentages in the 
orders are based not upon the antici- 
pated pack in 1945, but upon the aver- 
age annual production in 1943 and 1044, 
with these exceptions : 

(1) The base for which is the one- 
year period beginning September 1, 
141, 

(2) If a canner packed during only 
one year of the two-year base period, 
his base pack will be his total pack for 
that year. A canner who packed in 
neither of the two base years will apply 
the individual percentage against his 
1945 production, instead of against the 
base period production. 

(3) If a canner packs twice as much, 
or more, during 1945 as he did during 
the base period, the set-aside percent- 
ages will aply against his 1945 pro- 
duction, 

If a canner does not pack enough of 
any one or more commodities to meet 
his set-aside quota, he will be in com- 
pliance of the order by setting aside fhe 
entire production of these commodities. 

A canner is required by the order to 
base his set-aside on the total produc- 
tion of all plants operated by him dur- 
ing 1943 and 10944 regardless of the 
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number he operates this year. He may, 
however, produce his quota at one plant 
or distribute it in any way he desires 
among all his plants. 

The fruit set-aside is designated as 
War Food Order 22.8 and the one for 
vegetables as War Food Order 22.9. The 
text of these orders is given on pages 
8498 to 8501. 


Sales of Orange Juice in Two 
States is Restricted by WFA 


The War Food Administration has 
amended War Food Order 122 requiring 
canners of orange juice produced from 
frnit grown in Florida and Texas to 
confine their sales, deliveries and ship- 
ments to the armed forces, effective 
January 30. Similar action was taken 
January 18 with reference to grape- 
fruit juice and blended (orange and 
grapefruit) juice. 

Since the supply of oranges was con- 
sidered ample to meet the demand, it 
was not contemplated at the time of 
the total set-aside on grapefruit and 
blended citrus juices that it would be 
necessary to include canned orange 
juice, Recently, however, shipments of 
orange juice into trade channels have 
been abnormally heavy, creating con- 
cern as to whether the armed forces 
would be able to obtain quantities re- 
quired, 


The original order covered grapefruit 
and blended juices from fruit grown in 
all areas, however, under the current 
amendment, juices canned from Arizona 
and California fruit are excluded, 


Rountree Named to OPA Post 


Colonel George V. Rountree has been 
released from active duty with the 
Army at the request of Chester Bowles, 
Administrator, Office of Price Adminis- 
tration, so that he may become head of 
the Processed Fruit and Vegetable Sec- 
tion of OPA“ Food Price Division. 
Colonel Rountree is on leave from 
George V. Rountree & Co., Certified 
Public Accountants, Chicago, Illinois, 
and is well known to many of the lead- 
ing canners throughout the United 
States. 

Colonel Rountree has been in Wash- 
ington for the past year as fiscal officer 
in the Readjustment Division, Army 
Service Forces. Prior to that, he was 
Chief of Contract Service and the Fiscal 
Division of Chicago Ordnance District 
for almost three years. In both capaci- 
ties he has become familiar not only 
with government procedures in general, 
but with the broad problems confront- 
ing food packers in relation to govern- 
ment procurement agencies.

Auchiter ‘Bevoshes ‘Director’ of 
Pineapple Research Institute 


The resignation of E. C. Auchter as 
Administrator of Agricultural Research, 
effective February 3, and the appoint- 
ment of the assistant administrator, 
P. V. Cardon, to succeed him has been 
announced by Secretary of Agriculture 
Claude R. Wickard. Dr. Auchter re- 
signed to become director of the Pine- 
apple Research Institute of Hawaii, 
with headquarters at, Honolulu. 


In making the announcement, Secre- 
tary Wickard said: 


“I am accepting Dr. Auchter's resig- 
nation with the utmost regret. We 
could not have spared him if it were 
not for the effective work he has done 
in organizing the Agricultural Research 
Administration from the time it was 
created at the end of 1941. He has so 
ably directed and coordinated the re- 
search of the Department of Agricul- 
ture that we are in a position to build 
further on the remarkable record of 
achievements the ARA has made under 
his leadership. With P. V. Cardon, a 
scientist of exceptionally broad train- 
ing and experience, to take over as 
administrator, all of this work will be 
in capable hands and will go forward 
without interruption.” 


Farm and Parity Prices 


Prices received by farmers in mid- 
January averaged more than twice 
their pre-World War I level for the 
first time since August, 1920, the U. 8. 
Department of Agriculture reports in 
its monthly review of agricultural 
prices. 

At 201 per cent of the August, 1909— 
July, 1914 average, the January index 
of prices received by farmers was one 
point above a month earlier and five 
points above a year ago. The parity in- 
dex (prices paid by farmers for com- 
modities, interest and taxes), at 172, 
was also one point above the previous 
month and was four points higher than 
at the beginning of 1944. Parity prices 
were at the highest level since 1920 
while farm product prices averaged 117 
per cent of parity on Jauuary 15, the 
same as a month earlier and a year ago. 

For the second consecutive month the 
sharp advance in vegetable prices was 
the most important factor in raising the 
all-crop and all-commodity indexes 
above a month earlier. 


Poultry for Canning Reported 


The quantity of dressed weight poul- 
try canned or used in canning during 
December totaled 12,852,000 pounds 
compared with 11,669,000 in December, 


1048, the U. 8. Bureau of Agricultural 
Neonomies has reported. The quantity 
eanned during 1044. which was prob- 
ably the largest quantity canned for any 
one year, BAE said, is estimated at 131,- 
801,000 pounds compared with 89,- 
763,000 pounds canned during 1943— 
an increase of 47 per cent. 

The quantity of poultry canned dur- 
ing 1945 may be larger than the quan- 
tity canned during 1944, since the 
armed services have indicated that they 
will purchase considerably more canned 
poultry during this year than they pur- 
chased during 1944, provided ample sup- 
plies of poultry for canning purposes 
are available. 


New Business Census Head 


Appointment of William C. Truppner, 
formerly of the War Production Board, 
as chief of the Business Division of the 
Bureau of the Census, Department of 
Commerce, has been announced by J, C. 
Capt, director. Mr. Truppner will have 
charge of the decennial census of retail 
and wholesale trade, construction, and 
service establishments, including hotels, 
and amusements. An important phase 
of his work will be to develop a pro- 
gram to provide business men and Gov- 
ernment with up-to-date information on 
marketing and distribution. 


The current program, under Mr. 
Truppner, will be developed by extend- 
ing into the feld of business statistics 
the area sampling technique now being 
employed by the Bureau of the Census 
to obtain information on various phases 
of the national economy. He also will be 
responsible for the collection of data on 
the supply of processed foods for the 
Office of Price Administration and the 
War Food Administration for determin- 
ing rationing policies. 


Cane Fruit Pests in Oregon 


Successful cane-fruit production de- 
pends to a great extent on the control 
of diseases and insect pests attacking 
these crops, and Station Bulletin 418, 
entitled “Diseases and Insect Pests of 
Cane Fruits in Oregon,” published by 
the Oregon State College at Corvallis, 
discusses these hazards, with particular 
reference to raspberries, blackberries 
and loganberries. 

The more common diseases and in- 
sects attacking strawberries grown in 
Oregon are described in Station Bulle- 
tin 419, also published by the Oregon 
State College, entitled “Insect Pests and 
Diseases of Strawberries in Oregon.” 

Information is given in these bulle- 
tins on type of injury produced, time 
to apply control measures, and dusts 
and sprays to use and their preparation.

use this year about two-thirds of the 
total anticipated production of 18 major 
canned fruits and juices, not including 
citrus, and about half of the 15 major 
canned vegetables and vegetable juices. 
Of the citrus juices the Government 
ordered a set-aside of about half the 
output, but owing to the urgency of 
immediate delivery to the Army the 
WFA has ordered that all canned citrus 
be shipped to the Army until its re- 
quirements have been met. 

8. The canning industry, partieularly 
the fruit and vegetable canning 
branches, is a rural and small-town in- 
dustry, drawing a very large propor- 
tion of its labor supply from the regions 
a adjacent to the canning 

nts 


4. The supply of labor in rural areas 
and the small towns has been greatly 
depleted, not only by the draft but also 
by the migration of labor to war in- 
dustry centers. 

5. Utilization of casual and untrained 
labor depends upon the ability of the 
industry to retain the services of 
trained and supervisory employees. 

6. More dependence must be placed 
this year on volunteers and untrained 
labor than in earlier war years. 

7. The proportion of supervisory and 
skilled employees to the total number 
required to process the crops is very 
small. 

8. The industry is highly seasonal 
aud it will be difficult, if not impos- 
sible, to recover at the right time the 
services of skilled and supervisory per- 
sonnel if they are taken away prior to 
the actual processing season. 

9. There is a rapidly increasing num- 
ber of reports from canners that grow- 
ers are reluctant to enter into contracts 
for the production of canning crops be- 
cause of the present threat of the loss 
of labor to harvest crops, and the fur- 
ther possibility that canners will not be 
able to obtain the necessary processing 
labor even if the crops are grown. 


Canners Meetings Postponed 

Due to the Government's restrictions 
on travel for the purpose of attending 
conventions of more than 50 persons, 
the Tennessee-Kentucky Canners Asso- 
ciation and the Ozark Canners Asso- 
ciation have indefinitely postponed their 
annual meetings. The Tennessee-Ken- 
tucky Canners Association was to meet 
on February 19 and 20 at Nashville, 
Tenn., while the Ozark Canners Asso- 
ciation was scheduled to meet February 
15 and 16 at Springfield, Mo. 


Kelley Succeeds Burdick 


James E. Kelley of West Hartford, 
Connecticut, has been appointed. Direc- 
tor of Food Rationing for the Office of 
Price Administration, succeeding Ivan 


Burdick, who resigned on December 31. 
Mr. Kelley has had previous experience 
with the OPA as head of the Meat Ra- 
tioning Branch and as consultant on 
food rationing. Prior to entering the 
government service, he was with the 
Hartford Division of the First National 
Stores for a period of 20 years. 


BILL TO EXTEND LIFE OF 
CCC REPORTED TO SENATE 
Increases Borrowing Power but Places 

Limits on Subsidy Payments 


Bankhead bill (S. 298) to extend 
the life of the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration and to increase its borrowing 
power has been reported out by the Sen- 
ate Banking and Currency Committee 
with amendments that reduce the pro- 
posed increase in borrowing power and 
place specific limitations on subsidy 
payments. These amendments were 
offered by Senator Robert A. Taft. 


As introduced, the bill would have in- 
creased the borrowing power by $2,000,- 
000,000, that is, from $3,000,000,000 to 
$5,000,000,000, and this provision was 
amended to set the limit at $4,500,- 
000,000, 


Section 4 of the original bill provided 
that the Commodity Credit Corporation 
would be exempted from restrictions 
contained in the Stabilization Exten- 
sion Act of 1944, and this provision 
was amended by substituting the fol- 
lowing : 


Section 4. The last paragraph of Sec- 
tion 2(e) of the Emergeney Con- 
trol Act of 1942, as amended by the 
Stabilization Extension Act of 1944, 
shall not apply to the operations of the 
Commodity Credit Corporation for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1946, pro- 
vided that the making of subsidy pay- 
ments, and the buying of commodities 
for resale at a loss, by the Commodity 
Credit Corporation, for the purpose of 
maintaining maximum prices estab- 
lished pursuant to provisions of the 
Emergency Price Control Act of 1942, 
as amended and supplemented, shall be 
limited as follows: 

Obligations for making such pay- 
ments and absorbing such losses may 
be incurred and paid by the Commodity 
Credit Corporation (a) in such amounts 
as may be necessary to fulfill obliga- 
tions with respect to 1944 and prior 
year-crop programs, and 1945 and prior 
fiscal year non-crop programs, and (b) 
in amounts which do not involve sub- 
sidy payments or losses in excess of (1) 
$250,000,000 for operations during the 
six-month period ending December 31, 
1945, with respect to the dairy produc- 
tion program, (2) $60,000,000 for opera- 
tions during the six-month period end- 
ing December 31, 1045, with respect to 
other non-crop programs, including the 
feed wheat program, and (3) $225,- 
000,000 with respect to the 1945 crop 


m operations, Should hostilities 
present war extend beyond De- 
cember 31, 1045, such dairy production 
payment program and other non-crop 
program operations involving such sub- 
sidy payments and losses may be con- 
tinued on a basis which, taking into 
account seasonal variations in rates and 
production, will not involve such sub- 
sidy payments and losses in excess of 
$250,000,000 for operations during the 
six-month period ending June 30, 1946, 
with respect to the dairy production 
payment program or $60,000,000 for op- 
erations during the six-month period 
ending June 30, 1946, with respect to 
other non-crop programs, including the 
feed wheat program; provided, how- 
that if hostilities cease before 
1946, no additional obliga- 
tions provided for in this sentence may 
be incurred by the Commodity Credit 
Corporation with respect to such pro- 
grams after the date on which hostili- 
tles cease. 

The section dealing with the author- 
ity of the CCC to sell or cause to be 
sold, at prices below parity or compara- 
ble price, stocks of non-basic perish- 
able commodities of which there is 
danger of loss or waste through spoil- 
age, originally directed that the COCO 
shall, so far as practicable, make sales 
“in such manner as to increase the con- 
sumption of such commodity and to pre- 
vent the depression of the farm price of 
the commodity.” In the bill as re- 
ported the phrase “to increase the con- 
sumption of such commodity” is deleted. 


The amendments to the Bankhead bill 
followed hearings before the Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee at 
which War Food Administrator Jones, 
President Hancock and Vice Presidents 
Farrington and Olmstead of the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation, and Direc- 
tor Ogg of the Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion were heard. 


Hearings before the House Commit- 
tee on Banking and Currency on H. R. 
1450, a companion bill introduced by 
Representative Spence, were begun on 
January 31. War Food Administrator 
Jones and Secretary of Agriculture 
Wickard, the first witnesses heard, 
made a plea for the $2,000,000,000 in- 
crease in borrowing power of the COCO, 


Legume Cultures Successful 


Tests of certain inoculants for peas, 
beans and other legumes, made by the 
New York State Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station at Geneva in 1944, and 
reported in the Station journal “Farm 
Research” for January, indicated that 
the inoculants were of high quality and 
capable of nodule formation when 
tested in the amounts recommended by 
the manufacturer. The inoculants 
tested were G.L.F., Legume-Aid, Ni- 
tragin, Nod-o-Gen, and Super-Yield. 


Information Letter 


TEXT OF WFO 22.8 ON CANNED FRUITS AND JUICES 


Pursuant to the authority vested in 
me by War Food Order No, 22, as 
amended (8 F. R. 2243, 6807; 9 F. R. 
4321, 4819, 0584; 10 F. R. 108), it is 
hereby ordered as follows: 


See. 1425.12 Quota restrictions and 
allocations. 

(a) Definitions. 

(1) Each term defined in War Food 
Order No, 22, as amended, shall, when 
used herein, have the same meaning as 
set forth for such term in said War 
Food Order No. 22, as amended. 

(2) “Quota period” means, with re- 
spect to all commodities required to be 
set aside pursuant to this order, the 
period from January 1, 1945, to Decem- 
ber 31, 1045, both inclusive. 

(3) “Base period” means, with re- 
spect to all commodities required to be 
set aside pursuant to this order, the 
period from January 1, 1943, to De- 
cember 31, 1944, both inclusive. 

(4) “Base pack” means, when applied 
to each canned food listed in Column A 
of Table I, which table is attached 
hereto and is by this reference made a 
part of this order, one-half the total 
amount, by net weight, of all types, 
styles, varieties, and grades of such 
food canned by the respective canner 
during the base period: Provided, That, 
if the respective canner canned any. 
particular food listed in said Column A 
of Table I during only one of the two 
calendar years of the base period, his 
base pack for that food shall be his total 
pack, by net weight, of such food during 
the said calendar year of the base 
period in which he canned the said food. 


In the event a canner has no base pack 
for any commodity covered under this 
order, the set-aside percentage pre- 
scribed for such commodity shall be 
applied against his production thereof 
for the quota period, in the manner 
prescribed in paragraph (c) hereof. 

(b) Applicability of this order. 

The terms and conditions of this or- 
der shall be applicable to (i) all canned 
fruits, and all canned fruit juices, 
listed in said Column A of Table I 
which are packed during the quota pe- 
riod in any of the 48 States of the 
United States or the District of Colum- 
bia, and (ii) all canned pineapple and 
canned pineapple juice which are 
packed during the quota period in the 
Territory of Hawaii. 


(e) Set-aside restrictions, 

Fach canner who packs, during the 
quota period, any canned fruit, or any 
canned fruit juice, designated in said 
Column A of Table I, shall, to the ex- 
tent that the quantity so packed may 
be adequate, set aside and thereafter 
hold for sale and delivery to Govern- 
ment agency from his pack of each such 
product for the quota period a quantity 
equivalent to the quantity obtained by 
applying the percentage for the partic- 
ular product listed in Column D of said 
Table I against his base pack of that 
product: Provided, however, That, in 
the event the pack of any canner of any 
such product for the quota period is 
twice as great, or more than twice as 
great, as his base pack of such product, 
then such percentage shall be applied 
against his pack of that product for 
the quota period. If the type, style, 


variety, or grade of the particular - 
uct is specified in the aforesaid Table I, 
the portion set aside shall, so far as 
available, be in the type, style, variety, 
and grade so specified ; but other types, 
styles, varieties, or grades in the pos- 
session of a particular canner as may be 
specified by the procuring Government 
agency shall be substituted to the extent 
that those specified in said Table I 
have not been packed by such canner. 
In the event a canner is preparing to 
pack, during the quota period, any 
canned fruit, or any canned fruit juice, 
listed in said Column A of Table I, 
which he did not pack during the base 
period, he shall so inform the Director 
by letter, and he shall state therein the 
quantity of such product which he an- 
ticipates that he will pack; and such 
canner shall set aside for sale and de- 
livery to Government agency a portion 
of his pack of each such product for the 
quota period equivalent to the quantity 
obtained by applying the percentage for 
the particular product, listed in Column 
D of said Table I, against his total pro- 
duction of such product during the 
quota period. 


(d) When entire pack not set aside 
Government agency. 

(1) In the event a canner packs any 
canned fruit, or any canned fruit juice, 
listed in said Column A of Table I, for 
nongovernmental requirements as well 
as for Government agency, the portion 
of each such product required to be set 
aside by him for Government agency 
shall be set aside as follows: (i) At 
least two-thirds of the set-aside portion 
shall be taken from the first preference 
grade of the canned product, as specified 
in Column F of said Table I, to the

TEXT OF WFO 22.9 ON CANNED VEGETABLES AND JUICES 


Pursuant to the authority vested in 
me by War Food Order No. 22, as 
amended (8 F. R. 2248, 6897; 9 F. R. 
4321, 4310, 9584; 10 F. R. 108), it is 
hereby ordered as follows: 


§ 1425.11 Quota restrictions and 
allocations. 


(a) Definitions. 

(1) Each term defined in War Food 
Order No, 22, as amended, shall, when 
used herein, have the same meaning as 
set forth for such term in said War 
Food Order No. 22, as amended. 

(2) “Quota period” means, with re- 
spect to sauerkraut, the period from 
September 1, 1945, to August 31, 1946, 
both Inclusive; and, with respect to all 
other comodities required to be set aside 
pursuant to this order, the period from 
January 1, 1045, to December 31, 1045, 
both inclusive.

(4) “Base pack” means: (i) when 
applied to sauerkraut, the total amount, 
by net weight, of all types, styles, vari- 
eties, and grades canned by the respec- 
tive canner during the base period; 
and (ii) when applied to each canned 
food, other than sauerkraut, listed in 
Column A of Table I, which table is at- 
tached hereto and is by this reference 
made a part of this order, one-half the 
total amount, by net weight, of all 
types, styles, varieties, and grades of 
such food canned by the respective can- 
ner during the base period: Provided, 


That, if the respective canner canned 
any particular food, other than sauer- 
kraut, listed in said Column A of Table 
I during only one of the two calendar 
years of the base period, his base pack 
for that food shall be his total pack, by 
not weight, of such food during the said 
calendar year of the base period in 
which he canned the said food. In the 
event a canner has no base pack for any 
commodity covered under this order, 
the set-aside percentage prescribed for 
such commodity shall be applied against 
his production thereof for the quota 
period, in the manner prescribed in 
paragraph (e) hereof. 

(b) ApMicaditity of this order. 

The terms and conditions of this or- 
der shall be applicable to all canned 
vegetables, and all canned vegetable 
juices, listed in said Column A of Table I 
which are packed during the quota pe- 
riod in any of the 48 States of the United 
States or the District of Columbia. 
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(e) Set-aside restrictiona. 


Each canner who packs, during the 
quota period, any canned vegetable, or 
any canned vegetable juice, designated 
in said Column A of Table I, shall, to 
the extent that the quantity so packed

WFA TO PERMIT BROKER PARTICIPATION IN FOOD SALES 


In an attempt to expedite the sale of 
surplus canned foods, the War Food 
Administration has announced a plan 
whereby food brokers may be used in 
selling surplus food stocks, The plan 
is now being tried out in the sale of 
some 155,000 cases of green beans being 
offered to all bean canners, 

Under the new plan, the WFA will 
allow canners a discount of 34% per cent 
if the canner wishes to handle the resale 
of the canned beans himself. The can- 
ner may obtain an additional 2% per 
cent discount if he agrees that all of 
his resales will be made through bona 
lide food brokers. Official text of the 
WFA offer in regard to discounts fol- 


1. Price: Sale shall be on the basis of 
Purehaser’s 1944 civilian price or the 
original vendor’s 1944 civilian price 
whichever is lower as determined in 
accordance with MPR-306 as amended 
less 8% per cent for handling. Addi 
tional discounts may be obtained by 
Purchaser as indicated below. If Pur- 
chaser requests one or both of the dis- 


counts authorized by the following sub- 
paragraphs, he agrees to comply with 
the conditions incorporated in such sub- 
paragraph. 

(a) CCC will allow a discount of 2% 
per cent on the understanding that all 
of Purchaser's resales of the Commodity 
will be made through bona fide brokers 
and that payment therefor to such 
brokers will equal or exceed such rate. 


(b) CCC will allow a discount of 1% 
per cent on the understanding that all 
of Purchaser's resales of the Commodity 
will be made at a cash discount of not 
less than 1% per cent. 

If Purchaser, in his offer, claims 
either or both of the discounts referred 
to in sub-paragraph (a) or (b) above, 
it is understood that he will maintain 
books and records which will clearly 
reflect all the transactions covering 
purchase and resale which shall be 
available for examination of the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation (hereinafter 
referred to as COC), during the usual 
shours of business. 

COC will add to the ceiling price 

in the offer to purchase, the 
freight charges (plus 3 per 


cent transportation tax) from point of 
processing to present location, 000 
will also deduct from the ceiling price 
such discounts as are claimed in the 
offer to purchase if such discounts are 
authorized by this paragraph. 


NEW WFA REORGANIZATION 


Kitchen and Olmstead Head Separate 
Branches; All Price Support 
Programs Under CCC 


War Food Administrator Marvin 
Jones has announced the resignation of 
Lee Marshall who left the WFA Janu- 
ary 31 to return to private business. 
Since the previously announced WFA 
reorganization of January 1, Mr. Mar- 
shall has been Director of the Office of 
Marketing Services and Vice President 
and Director of Supply of the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation. 

C. W. Kitchen has been named to 
succeed Mr. Marshall as Director of 
the Office of Marketing Services, and Lt. 
Col, Ralph W. Olmstead has been ap- 
pointed to succeed Mr. Marshall as 
Vice ‘President and Director of Supply 
of the CCC. Carl C. Farrington, as 
provided in the reorganization, is Vice 
President and Director of Basic Com- 
modities of the CCC, The CCC is 
headed by Frank Hancock whose ap- 
pointment as President was announced 
December 18. 


The Office of Marketing Services, un- 
der Mr. Kitchen, will be responsible for 
various agricultural marketing pro- 
grams, including food conservation and 
limitation orders and their enforce- 
ment, estimates of civilian food needs, 
development of marketing agreement 
programs, agricultural market news 
services, and development of Federal 
standards for agriculturai products. 
The Office also is charged with exten- 
sive inspection and regulatory work 
involving the administration of 25 Fed- 
eral statutes. 

Among the major supply functions, 
of the CCC, under Col. Olmstead, will 
be purchasing, storing, and shipping 
foods to meet the various supply pro- 
grams of WFA, particularly Lend- 
lease; preparation of food allocation 
estimates for all claimants on United 
States supplies, price-supporting opera- 
tions for fruits, vegetables, poultry, 
and livestock, and sale of Government- 
owned surplus food stocks. Long-range 
food allocations will be prepared under 
the direction of Col. Olmstead and 
liaison maintained with foreign food 
missions and the armed services, Food 
supply programs for Caribbean and 
Hawaiian areas will be under his direc- 
tion as well as the Federal portion of 
the community school lunch program.

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Delaware Experiment Station 
Issues Report on Tomatoes 


Results of numerous experiments 
which were carried out by the Delaware 
Agricultural Experiment Station to de- 
termine the best growing practices to 
follow in the production of tomatoes 
are contained in detail in that Station's 
last annual report (Bulletin No, 244). 
To acquaint canners generally with the 
results of the Delaware experiments, 
portions of the report are being repub- 
lished below. 

In a test of 20 different fertilizer 
treatments for tomatoes the outstand- 
ing results were: (1) the largest ylelds 
were obtained when the fertilizer was 
applied in one application before setting 
the plants. (2) Broadcasting 1,200 
pounds of a 48-8 fertilizer mixture 
on top of the soll and plowing it down 
was the most desirable treatment. This 
treatment produced significantly greater 
yields than all others. (3) An appli- 
cation of 2,000 pounds of 4-8-8 fertilizer 
per acre was not economical, (4) Side- 
dressing with nitrate of soda, muriate 
of potash, or a combination of nitrate 
of soda and muriate of potash did not 
significantly increase the yield of to- 
matoes. (5) The minus potash treat- 
ment reduced the yields more than 
minus nitrogen or minus phosphorus, 

In an experiment to test the effect of 
minor elements on the yield of toma- 
toes, it was found that all those tried 
either slightly reduced the yield or had 
no effect on it. Magnesium, manganese, 
copper, boron, lime, and iodine were 
used in this experiment. 

In a study of the relationship between 
soil analysis and yield of tomatoes, soil 
samples were collected from 27 tomato 
fields and analyzed for pH, magnesium, 
organic carbon, nitrogen, phosphorus, 
and potassium. A study of yields re- 
veals that there are some very interest- 
ing comparisons. When the yields from 
soils containing over 1 per cent and 
soils containing less than 1 per cent or- 
ganic carbon are compared, there is a 
striking difference in favor of the 
higher organic content. Likewise, a 
high nitrate-nitrogen content increased 
the yield greatly over a medium nitrate- 
nitrogen content. The soils containing 
a medium supply of potassium also pro- 
duced a greater yield than the soils 
containing less potassium. Other yield 
comparisons are not striking. 


Four of the newer tomato varieties 
were tested but none proved to be a bet- 


ter all-around canning variety than 


Rutgers. The new wilt-resistant Pan- 
American variety recently introduced 
by the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
failed to produce yields comparable 
with those of Rutgers. 

A study was made of the number of 
days required to develop ripe toma- 
toes from blossoms, Precise knowledge 
of this kind is of interest both to can- 
ner and grower. Probably its greatest 
value lies in the fact that the time of 
peak production can be estimated with 
accuracy, thus enabling the grower and 
canner to make arrangement for their 
labor needs. A great many blossoms of 
four varieties were tagged at the time 
they fully opened, When the ripe fruits, 
which developed from the tagged blos- 
soms, were harvested the intervening 
time was recorded, A summary of these 
data for the four tomato varieties 
shows the following: 

With Rutgers the average number of 
days from blossom to ripe fruit was 
50.5; with Early Baltimore, 44.6; with 
Pan-American, 44.3; with Stokesdale, 
41.8. 

Tests were made of the effect of 
treatment of seedling tomato plants 
with various dilutions of Brytene Wax 
Emulsion No, 333-B to determine if the 
material would aid the plants in with- 
standing the shock of transplanting. 
Results show that all of the wax treat- 
ments had a detrimental effect on the 
plants. The size of the tomatoes, as 
well as early and total yields, was 
reduced. 


In a study of different spacing dis- 
tances for tomato plants, the following 
planting distances were used: 3 x 3, 
Ax 4. 3 * B, 4X 4. and 4x5 feet. Data 
from this experiment revealed that the 
ylelds per acre increased as the plants 
were spaced closer together. In early 
ylelds (Aug. 11-26, incl.), the 3 x 8 ft. 
spacing produced 4.76 tons while the 
4 x 5 ft. spacing produced 1.89 tons 
per acre. In total yields, the plants 
spaced 3 x 3 ft. yielded 11.72 tons per 
acre in contrast to 7.78 tons for the 
4x5 ft. spacing. In all yield compari- 
sons the 8 x 3 ft. spacing produced sig- 
nificantly greater yields than any other 
spacing except that of the3x4ft. The 
size of the fruit was not reduced by the 
close planting. 


Embargo Placed on Freight 

The Office of Defense Transportation 
and the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion have placed an embargo, effective 
February 3 to February 7, on all freight 
shipments to the States of Ohio, (not 
including lines of the Wabash Railroad 


or the territory included within the 
switching limits of Cincinnati), Penn- 
sylvania, New York, New Jersey, Mary- 
land, Delaware, District of Columbia 
and that portion of West Virginia and 
Virginia north of the line of the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio Railroad extending 
from Huntington, West Virginia to Po- 
tomac Yard. 


The embargo permits a number of 
exceptions to allow for the movement of 
coal and other traffic considered essen- 
tial to the armed services and govern- 
ment agencies. By including the War 
Food Administration under these ex 
ceptions, it will be possible for that 
agency to permit the movement of food 
shipments into any area in the event of 
severe food shortages, 


Glass Firm’s Appeal Granted 


The appeal of the Anchor Hocking 
Glass Corporation, of Lancaster, Ohio, 
for relief from the restrictions of 
WPB's glass container and closure sim- 
plification and standardization order 
L-108 has been granted, the Appeal 
Committee of the War Production 
Board Containers Division announced 
February 1, 


The company sought permission to 
manufacture and use non-standard jars 
for packing those food products for 
which the use of tinplate is permitted 
under Schedule B of order L-103-b, The 
grant was made to permit use of an 
excess of home canning caps. Similar 
appeals from other companies that can 
establish an excess inventory of the 
same type closure will be accepted, 
WPB officials said, 


WFA to Buy Canned Beans 


The War Food Administration has 
announced that it will purchase 500,- 
000 pounds of canned vegetarian type 
beans with tomato sauce, Offers for 
the sale of this commodity may be sub- 
mitted to the Contract Development 
Section, Procurement and Price Sup- 
port Branch, Office of Supply (CCC), 
War Food Administration, Washington 
25, D. C., until 5 p.m., PWT, February 
15. 


Rate Hearing Postponed 

As the public hearing on dual minima 
rates called for February 6 at Chicago 
has been cancelled at the request of the 
Office of Defense Transportation, the 
meeting of the Canned Goods Shippers’ 
Conference has likewise been cancelled.

27.) The chairman of the Conference 
has accordingly suggested that ship- 
pers make an analysis of the present 
dual minima rates in their respective 
territories and submit a report to 
Irving F. Lyons, Chairman of the Spe- 
cial Committee, California Packing 
Corporation, 101 California St., San 
Francisco 19, so that a general analysis 
and report can be prepared by the com- 
mittee for presentation at the public 
hearing when called later. 
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
